they had over-charged her for gardening work. 

Police Constable Kristy Heron, of Dorchester police, 
said: “The two men arrived in a white transit van, with 
garden waste hanging out of the vehicle. 

“They knocked on the door and told the 82-year-old 
woman that she had a gas leak that they needed to re¬ 
pair from inside the property 

“The men were inside the house for around 30 min¬ 
utes until the victim realised that these men had over¬ 
charged her for some garden work during the previous 
year. 

“The woman asked the men to leave. They de¬ 
manded £100, but the victim refused and they left 
empty-handed.” 

The men are white and in their thirties. One of the 
men was wearing a high visibility jacket. The other 
man was tanned and wearing a dark-coloured jacket. 

The incident happened at around 6pm on Thursday, 
August 12h. 

PC Heron said: “Following further enquiries, I am 
now able to release an e-fit of the man wearing the high 
visibility jacket.

Speed camera rethink? 

CENTRAL government spending cuts could force speed cameras to be 
scrapped across West Dorset after a comprehensive review of all opera¬ 
tions conducted by Dorset Road Safe has decided to reduce the number 
of fixed camera sites. 

However, Dorset Road Safe is looking to increase mobile camera oper¬ 
ations which will allow for greater flexibility in targeting areas with high 
collision rates and also in working with communities whose lives are im¬ 
pacted by speeding vehicles. 

As a result of the reduction in funding for road safety recently an¬ 
nounced by central government, it has been necessary for Dorset County 
Council to review their funding of Dorset Road Safe. The authorities has 
committed to supporting the continuation of Dorset Road Safe and have 
dedicated funds available through the Local Transport Plan. 

# An independent survey carried out in April 2010 found that 70 per cent 
of Dorset’s residents support the use of safety cameras as a way of re¬ 
ducing collisions on the county’s roads.

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Norfolk story rekindles hopes of saving pub 


A PRESSURE group is rekindling their 
ten-year battle to save Toller Porcorum’s 
derelict pub by urging West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to use their powers and save 
it from complete ruin. 

Community Alert on Pubs & Hotels 
members are calling on WDDC to help 
re-open The Old Swan pub despite coun¬ 
cil claims there is no funding available 
for such ventures. 

British Beer and Pub Association fig¬ 
ures show 52 public houses closed each 
week in 2009. 

The latest calls come after the Borough 
Council of King’s Lynn and West Nor¬ 
folk used the power of the Compulsory 
Purchase Act to save a now flourishing 
pub threatened with being turned into 
residential property. 

A compulsory purchase order would 
seek the owner, Palmers Brewery, to ei¬ 
ther re-open the pub, which has been de¬ 
teriorating since closing over 10 years 
ago, sell it on the open market or to the 
council. 

Threats of using a CPO spurred the 
Norfolk pub owner to sell the 18th cen¬ 
tury building for £330,000 to the council, 
who then sold it to a syndicate of busi¬ 
nessmen who re-opened the pub within 
six months. 

CAPH members claim a number of in¬ 
vestors are currently willing to step in 
and save The Old Swan, but are appre¬ 
hensive until given the green light. 

CAPH’s John Grantham said: “The 
Borough Council of King’s Lynn and 
West Norfolk decided to help a pub re-

open after the owner decided to just shut 
it, so why doesn’t West Dorset District 
Council act to re-open The Old Swan at 
Toller and stop failing in its duty? 

“Exactly the same process could occur 
in Toller if we had a council that had the 
courage to truly act in the interests of this 
village. 

“We know of publicans interested in 
buying and investing in The Old Swan, 
but there’s no point in them emerging till 
the council declares at last, finally, that it 
has indeed got the will to act, instead of 
eking out time with a decade of uttering 
of ‘but only in the last resort’.” 

A Government Inspector asserted the 
pub was financially viable and should be 
re-opened or actively marketed for sale 
at a hearing in Toller 10 years ago, some¬ 
thing a recent WDDC backed report re¬ 
futed. 

Norfolk councillor Mike Tilbury put 
forward a motion to his council to use its 
powers to save their pub, situated in the 
picturesque village of Great Mas sing- 
ham. 

Councillor Tilbury said: “Our council 
resolved a three-step approach, the final 
step of which was to seek a CPO, but 
after extensive negotiations - which were 
not with possible purchasers but with the 
current owner and his solicitor - he even¬ 
tually agreed to sell to us, so that we were 
able to seek and find new owners to re¬ 
store the pub. I am in no doubt that this 
only happened because of our resolve to 


seek, as a last resort, the CPO. 

“We produced the weapon from the 
council's armoury, but achieved our re¬ 
sult for the community without having to 
pull the trigger. 

“It sounds like action to help Toller Por¬ 
corum’s situation has some similarities 
with Great Massingham. We used our 


powers to help re-generate a village.” 

WDDC Leader Robert Gould said: “We 
have been actively engaged in discus¬ 
sions with the local community and the 
owner’s agents to try and bring The Old 
Swan back into use. 

“As part of this we gave a grant to pro¬ 
duce a business plan for a community- 


run venture. 

“The district council simply does not 
have the funds available to purchase and 
operate every business which closes in 
West Dorset, particularly at a time where 
there is every expectation that there will 
be major reductions in Central Govern¬ 
ment support for the council’s services.” 


Voting reform meeting attracts 


A STANDING room only 
launch event for "Fair Votes 
For Dorset" has sparked the 
start of a countywide cam¬ 
paign for voting reform. 

Active electoral reformers 
and members of the voting 
public gathered for the 
launch at Bridport's No.10 for 
a debate about the Alterna¬ 
tive Voting system, which 
could come into place after 
May's Referendum. 

Fair Votes For Dorset Chair 
Richard Denton-White said: 
"The combination of enthu¬ 
siastic voters and committed 
pro reformers from across 
the political divide and oth¬ 
ers who are members of 
pressure groups such as 
Weymouth & Portland Transi¬ 
tion Towns was inspiring. 

"The wind is in the sails of 
the'Yes'Vote Campaign here 


in Dorset and we're all look¬ 
ing forward to crossing 
swords with those who want 
to keep our current 'stone 
age'system in order to retain 
control of the British political 
system. 

"Reforming the electoral 
system is fundamental to 
transforming our politics,

Pepper band 
comes to Lyme 


CELEBRATED Beatles tribute group, Sgt Pepper's Only Dart Board Club 
Band, are getting in their Yellow Submarine and making their way to Lyme 
Regis for a show at the Woodmead Halls next month. 

Renowned for their storming live shows, the band performs the most 
complex Beatles songs completely live and without the use of backing 
tracks. Creating a faithful reproduction of the Fab Four's greatest hits and 
a selection of well known album tracks, the guys - in their full Pepper re¬ 
galia - produce a tight and compact sound guaranteed to give a splendid 
time to all. 

The band's story began in 1995, when a show was put together to per¬ 
form in a special production of'All You Need Is Love'at the Ecos Amphithe¬ 
atre, Frome, Somerset. Such was the success of the show that from it 
emerged an eight piece band with five musicians and three'front men'vo- 
calists, known as Sgt Pepper's Only Dart Board Band. 

This ensemble enjoyed successful gigs round local pubs and clubs per¬ 
forming material from the Sgt Pepper album and songs from the psyche¬ 
delic era. Audiences were fascinated by this rather unusual Beatles tribute 
line-up with three vocalists - but the music was good and so was the hu¬ 
mour! 

After a couple of years the eight piece became five. With all five having 
a more active full-on role, they soon became an in-demand band and now 
have a stunning set list that runs from the early 60s numbers right through 
to the more complex songs of the late 60s. 

Since those early heady days (the mid 90s!) the band has gone from 
strength to strength to become one of the most well known Beatles trib¬ 
ute acts in Europe and has been described as "probably the most enter¬ 
taining Beatles band in the UK". 

This comes from a combination of fab-tastic live music on the one hand 
and self-deprecating humour and wicked one-liners that flow from their 
two front men, yes - John and Paul! 

With Scouse accents that even fooled regulars at the Cavern Club they 
are able to mix it with the best an audience can throw at them! The live 
music is pretty sensational with storming versions of the songs of the Fab 
Four, many of which - including the later more complex material - were 
never performed live by the originals. 

The band has performed at festivals and events in the USA, throughout 
Europe and across the UK. Performances include Glastonbury Festival, sup¬ 
porting Robert Plant at the Ashton Court Festival and appearing at Na¬ 
tional Trust venues. 

European tours have taken in shows in Germany, Belgium, the Czech Re¬ 
public, Austria, Poland and Slovakia. Highlights include headlining at the 
Homberg Festival in front of several thousand people and performing in 
Prague's biggest night clubs. 

In the UK the band has packed out Liverpool's Cavern Club on several 
visits to the legendary venue and has also had the honour of performing 
at the Philharmonic Hall in Liverpool on the 20th anniversary of John 
Lennon's death in December 2000, with a choir and string section from 
Liverpool University. 

In 2008 the band were invited to perform at The Alabama Shakespeare 
Festival venue in Montgomery, Alabama in the USA, with all equipment 
for the show being transported in from Nashville,Tennessee-in itself a no 
mean accomplishment! 

During 2004 and 2005 the band toured venues in the UK performing the 
final Fab Four album Abbey Road, and during 2007 toured with their ver¬ 
sion of the 40th anniversary of Sgt Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club Band, with 
both tours being a great success.The band pride themselves on not using 
backing or click tracks during performances and can reproduce an album 
such as Abbey Road with their usual instrumentation of guitars, keyboards 
and drums. The emphasis, as always, is to keep the music live! 

The Lyme show will also feature a support slot from Canadian outfit Mos- 
quito-B, back in the country for their second UK tour. They played Lyme 
earlier in the year, back in May, and went down a storm. They'll be pro¬ 
moting their new EP, 

Killing Mars, which is out 
on October 1st. 

Tickets for the Lyme 
Regis show on October 
2nd are £11 in advance or 
£13 on the night. 

The Woodmead Halls' 
bar will be open from 
7:30pm, with the main 
part of the venue opening 
its doors at 8pm. You can

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McCarry 


ARTHUR William Edgar O'Shaughnessy 
was born in London to Irish parents in 
1844. He published several collections of 
poems before his early death at the age of 
thirty-six. He is best known for his 'Ode', 
which was set to music in 1912 by Sir Ed¬ 
ward Elgar. The opening lines, you may re¬ 
call, were used by Gene Wilder in the film 
"Willy Wonka and the Chocolate Factory". 

Ode 

We are the music-makers, 

And we are the dreamers of dreams, 
Wandering by lone sea-breakers, 

And sitting by desolate streams; 
World-losers and world-forsakers, 

On whom the pale moon gleams: 

Yet we are the movers and shakers 
Of the world for ever, it seems. 

With wonderful deathless ditties 
We build up the world's great cities, 

And out of a fabulous story 
We fashion an empire's glory: 

One man with a dream, at pleasure, 
Shall go forth and conquer a crown; 
And three with a new song's measure 
Can trample an empire down. 

We, in the ages lying 
In the buried past of the earth, 

Built Nineveh with our sighing, 


And Babel itself with our mirth; 

And o'erthrew them with prophesying 
To the old of the new world's worth; 

For each age is a dream that is dying, 

Or one that is coming to birth. 

FRANCIS Turner Palgrave paid tribute to 
O'Shaughnessy in his "Golden Treasury" 
saying he had a haunting music all his own 
and rating him second only to Tennyson. 
Here are two more of Arthur O'Shaugh- 
nessy's poems: 

A Love Symphony 

Along the garden ways just now 
I heard the flowers speak; 

The white rose told me of your brow, 

The red rose of your cheek; 

The lily of your bended head, 

The bindweed of your hair: 

Each looked its loveliest and said 
You were more fair. 

I went into the wood anon, 

And heard the wild birds sing 
How sweet you were; they warbled on, 
Piped, trilled the self-same thing. 
Thrush, blackbird, linnet, without pause, 
The burden did repeat, 

And still began again because 
You were more sweet. 


And then I went down to the sea, 

And heard it murmuring too, 

Part of an ancient mystery, 

All made of me and you. 

How many a thousand years ago 
I loved, and you were sweet- 
Longer I could not stay, and so 
I fled back to your feet. 

Summer Has Come Without the Rose 

Has summer come without the rose, 

Or left the bird behind? 

Is the blue changed above thee, 

O world! or am I blind? 

Will you change every flower that grows, 
Or only change this spot, 

Where she who said, I love thee,

T HE image of Gemma Arterton as Tamara 
Drewe has been inescapable this summer but 
despite an eye catching leading lady West 
Dorset proves to be the star of the film. 

'You can't enjoy the countryside without getting 
a little dirty'is the film's tagline and the thought of 
bumping into the denim hot pant clad Arterton or 
a Yetminster barmaid must be a draw for any of the 
city folk who caught theTube to their nearest mul¬ 
tiplex to watch the film.

Bond girl Gemma 
Arterton takes the lead¬ 
ing role in the film as a 
big city journalist re¬ 
turning to her roots with 
a new life and a new 
nose. 

In a Hardy-esque love 
triangle, paying homage 
to Hardy's 'Far From The 
Madding Crowd", 

Tamara is torn between 


her childhood sweetheart Andy Cobb (Luke Evans) 
and rock star Ben Sergeant (Dominic Cooper). 

Director Stephen Frears has kept true to Posy 
Simmonds'graphic novel with this film adaptation, 
admitting himself that some images are re-created 
exactly as they were drawn, leading to some stun¬ 
ning cinematography. 

The all-star cast has some sublime performances 
with Tamsin Grieg shining as the down-trodden 
wife Beth Hardiment and Roger Allam showing his 
versatlitly to become the love rat you'll love to hate 
Nicholas Hardiment. 

The film lives up to its hype, which is saying 
something considering the marketing drive it's 
had this summer, and could prove to be one of the 
top UK films this year.

CONDITIONS were ideal for open running rugby at the Brewery

Buckler looks forward 
to another good season 

LAST season was a difficult one for national hunt racing. In ad¬ 
dition to appalling weather that forced the cancellation of 
around a fifth of scheduled race meeting for which both the 
prize money and the general revenue to the sport has been 
lost, prize money was reduced due to the economic climate, 
making the returns for owners, trainers and jockeys far less at¬ 
tractive writes Stuart Broom. 

It is therefore credit to Bob Buckler that although he did not 
win as much money as the previous year by less than £3,000, 
he moved up the UK trainer's prize money table from 32nd to 
29th, winning a total of £216,933. 

"As a whole it was one of the hardest seasons to train because 
of the weather and the resultant extremes of ground condi¬ 
tions," said Buckler. 

The staff are now well settled in their new home; purpose 
built stables at Higher Peckmore, Henley, near Crewkerne, and 
are preparing their charges for the season ahead which starts 
in earnest at the beginning of October. 

The big disappointment is the loss of Niche Market who has 
been moved by his owner Graham Reagan to Paul Nicholls'sta¬ 
ble at Ditcheat. 

It came as a big surprise to Buckler when the 2009 Irish Grand 
National winner was moved in the summer without any warn¬ 
ing. 

"These things happen in racing, and there is nothing you can 
do about it,"said Buckler philosophically. 

One of the successes has been the riding of conditional 
jockey Nathan Sweeney who joined last summer. The young 
Irishman rode seven winners in his first season in Britain, and 
has just returned to the saddle after breaking his collarbone in 
a fall at Worcester earlier in the summer. 

"He's done very well and is improving and learning all the 
time. One of the stables highlights of the season was the Grade 
1 Betfair Ascot Chase in February where Nathan rode The 
Sawyer, the 20/1 outsider, to perfection to finish third behind 
Monet's Garden in a very high class field of six. I will be using 
him a lot more this season and believe that he will do much 
better with the experience of a seasons riding behind him." 

Buckler will still be using Harry Skelton, who rode Niche Mar¬ 
ket to victory at Fairyhouse, with Daryl Jacob and Will Kennedy 
as back up when available. 

As with football clubs there is always a turnover of personnel, 
and stables are no different. 

Among the newcomers are two horses from Robert Alner's 
stable, Johnny Red, and a yet unnamed 4-year-old gelding. 

Robert and his wife Sally retired from training in August fol¬ 
lowing a serious car accident that left Robert in a wheelchair, 
and as a result the horses in the stable have been redistributed 
to new trainers. 

Buckler said: "It is terribly tragic that such a wonderful and 
successful training partnership like Robert and Sally have had 
to retire in such circumstances and racing will be a lot poorer 
for it. I am however really pleased to have received the two 
horses and hope that we can have the same kind of success 
with them that the Alner's might have." 

Besides Niche Market, the stable said a sad farewell to I Hear 
Thunder, one of the most consistent horses that Buckler has 
ever trained. Such was his consistency; he rarely ran a bad race; 
that he never received any relief from the handicapper, and 
would surely have won more races had he done so. 

The highlight of his career was probably winning the Grand 
Sefton Chase at Aintree in November 2006, storming home by 
seven lengths under Daryl Jacob. The 12-year-old may well be 
going hunting in the winter and may go hunter chasing come 
the spring. 

Buckler said in tribute: "He always gave his best. He was a 
super horse, and one of the nicest I have ever trained, and it 
was very sad to see him go." 

Fixed Interest has been retired following a reoccurrence of 
tendon problems that plagued his racing career, whilst Howlin 
At The Moon has been sold and will be going point-to-point 
racing in Devon. 

Campden Annie has been sold as a brood mare, whilst Mrs 
Overall after a promising debut found it difficult to adapt to 
racing, and has been retired to go eventing. 

Sean Thornton's short career was ended in April when he was 
struck into at Fontwell which damaged his tendon and seri¬ 
ously threatened his life. He is currently in rehabilitation but 
will not race again. 

Next week Buckler gives a run-down of the horses in the sta¬ 
ble this season.

Clarke sees Bees through tough tie

FA Vase Preliminary Round - Attendance 103 
BRIDPORT produced an excellent performance to earn 
themselves a place in the first round of the FA Cup on Sat¬ 
urday when Chris Clarke headed the winner just seven 
minutes from time. 

This was never going to be an easy tie. Buckland Athletic 
won the South-West Peninsula League Premier Division 
last season and have started this campaign in similar form, 
having won all seven league matches to date, scoring 30 
goals and conceding just four in the process.
